ed "other resignations" soon. 


Since Clements was widely credit- 


ed with being an ace organizer large- 
ly responsible for the spread of the 
$200-a-month pension clubs, observ- 
ers watched closely to see If his spilt 
with Dr. F. E. Townsend, co-found- 
er of the plan, would spell disinte- 
gration for the movement. 


Clements said 
he 
had 
differed 


from 
Townsend on "fundamental 
policies," 
Including 
organization, 


methods of getting Congress to eflact 
the plan, and Townsend's political 
maneuvering. 


Townsend has been alternately- 
voicing threats of a 
third 
party 


movement and expressing disfavor 
for such a movement. Clements ex- 
pressed belief the Townsend plan 
should be kept non-political. 


Both Clements and Townsend de- 
. nled the split was due to friendly 
glances the physician has been cast- 
ing toward the candidacy of Senator 


• Borah of Idaho for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 


Dr. Townsend Issued a statement 


In Lot Angeles saying he wanted de- 
centralization of authority within the 
movement, while Clements "was 
more Inclined toward keeping a, tight

officers." 


"In resigning as secretary-treasur- 
er of Old Age Revolving Pensions 
Ltd., Clements moved to cut his con- 
nection with the Townsend Week- 
ly. jointly owned by him and Town- 
send and said to have a large circu- 
lation at 5 cents the copy.

,5-0 yellow green i» the portrait of 
Chancellor Alex Oxenstlerna, active 
in the formation of the postofflce de- 
partment in 1636. The 45-ore deep 
green shows Adolf 
Wilheim 
Ross, 


postmaster general 
from 1867 to 


1889. 


Among the designs is a reproduc- 


tion of the flrat stamp ever Issued 
by Sweden, the 3-sklllinga of 1855.

The tragic occurrences of the last 


few days whereby large portions of 
the northwestern United States have 
been devastated by floods Involving 
destruction of property" and loss of 
life brings attention to the problems 
of land use and planning, says Pro- 
fessor Frank B. Myers of the Xew 
York State College of Forestry at 
Syracuse University. 


In the years fast a stupendous 


task of land clearing was accom- 
plished at «he cost of untold labor. 
In an almost unbelievably short time 
enormous areas of 
timber were 


cleared 
from

scramble for agriculture, soil and 
tiomectea-ls.
